Pearl Harbor Day? 
Not In Maryland 


Governor Theodore R McKeldin refused to 
name December 7 “Pearl Harbor Day” in this 
state. “In Maryland, we celebrate victories— not 
attacks upon us,” he said. The Governor was 
turning down the request of the publisher of 
Rife, who had telegraphed other governors to 
the same purpose. The magazine is publishing 
a series on the Pearl Harbor attack, which took 
place 15 years ago today. 
Days get to be holidays in the United States 
by various routes, usually by state designation. 
Federal “legal public holidays” arc New Year's, 
Washington’s Birthday, Memorial or Decoration 
Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, Veterans 
Day. Thanksgiving and Christmas 
Even so. the President and Congress desig­ 
nate only for the 
District of Columbia and 
federal establishments. 
There arc no national 
holidays in the United States. This year, for 
example, the sovereign state of Texas chose to 
celebrate Thanksgiving Day on November 29. 
despite the fact that 
in 
1941 Congress 
had 
permanently designated the fourth Thursday in 
November for the observance. 
Congress did declare a 
national holiday 
throughout the United States” once, in 1889. In 
that year April 30 was declared a holiday as the 
centennial anniversary of the first Presidential 
Inaugural. 


Washington's Birthday is not a holiday in 
Idaho, Nevada or Oklahoma. 
Memorial Day is 
not a holiday in Alabama. Georgia, Mississippi or 
South Carolina. In Florida it s Memorial Day for 
veterans of all wars; in Virginia, Confederate 
Memorial Day; in North Carolina, a holiday for 
state and national banks only, and in Texas, only 
for bank purposes. In Hawaii May 30 is Observ- 
ance Day, replacing Memorial and Armistice 
(Veterans) Day. 
Texas celebrates its own Independence Day on 
March 2. and as celebrations go it's a humdinger. 
The Virgin Islands sets aside October 25 as 
Thanksgiving Day. marking the end of the hurri­ 
cane season. 


The U. S. Chamber of Commerce recognizes 
weeks and months of observance in an annual 
publication listing them. The 1957 listing ranges 
from the serious to the faintly laughable— all the 
way from the March of Dimes to National Can* 
ned Salmon Week. Perhaps the most felicitous 
designation of all is Holiday Eggnog Time — 
Thanksgiving through Christmas.

W ill U.N. Be Effective Custodian Of Moral Force?

Oil 


Howard W Page. director of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of New Jersey, recently delivered an address in 
which he stated the importance of the Middle East in 
unmistakable terms, as an oil man sees it. 
He said: 
“The Middle East is important, above all. because 
it is the greatest single source of energy to supply the 
growing energy demands of the entire Eastern Hemi­ 
sphere. outside the Iron Curtain . . 
He also said: 


. . Oil . . . is Western Europe'* only appre­ 
ciable source of energy to meet the expanding 
needs over the coming decade. 
And the Middle 
East is the only area where the tremendous 
additional 
volumes required ran he developed 
economically. 


•'Principally to meet this demand, oil production 
In the Middle East was, before the trouble there, 
averaging about 3.700.000 barrels daily. This is about 


’ 4 of the free world production and compares with 
about 7,0 0 0.(KH) barrels daily for the total United States. 
Of this Middle East production, 43 per cent was mov­ 
ing through the Suez Canal and 23 per cent by inter­ 
national pipelines to the eastern Mediterranean. 
Ten 
years from now. given peace, stability and confidence 
in the Middle East, the production there will he almost 
double the present level.” 
If right and justice and fair dealing among nations 
were measured only in terms of od. the Middle East 
could be regarded as the center of the universe and 
a1! nations should accept the Arabs at their own valua­ 
tion. because they are possessors of huge quantities 
of oil. 
However, no European country is going to sacrifice 
itself tor oil. 
The human mind is sufficiently in­ 
genious to find ways to live in freedom and efficiently 
and the Western mind is particularly adept at that. 
It is not to be presumed that England. France. Ger­ 
many or any Western country will sink into the depths 
of Asiatic low standards of life because the Asiatics 
have found a way to keep their oil from going to 
Europe. If the civilization of Western Europe has to 
be sacrificed to Arabian oil. then it is Arabian oil that 
will have to be forgotten as being too highly priced. 
On balance, if to have this oil. Western civilization 
needs to subordinate itself to Islam, then the Battle of 
Tours <732 ‘ will have to he fought all over again. 
It is preferable to have all the conveniences of 
modern life if the price is not too high. When the price 
is honor, dignity, self-respect, if will not be paid. cer­ 
tainly not by Western Europeans. 
The Russians can get Arabian oil now because 
aftei centuries of keeping the Russians out of the 
Mediterranean where they could, even in Czarist times, 
only disturb the peace of the world, they are now in 
the entire Mediterranean area, having achieved a 
major victory without firing a shot or losing a man. 
The Battle of Balaklava has been immortalized by 
Tennyson’s poem: 


“H a lf a league, h a lf a league, 
H alf a league onw ard, 
A ll in the valley o f Death 
Rode the six hundred.** 


The Crimean War the Russian* lost. hut at 
Suez, they won a great victory, undated by the 
t idled States 
and 
the 
Cnited 
Nations 
wliirh 
atrengthened Shepilov’s puppet Nasser and made 
ii possible for Ihe Communists lo gain a coup 
d'etat in Syria. And out of this can rome a war 
between Syria and Iraq which Russia will direct 
and supply. This Russian victory could have been 
averted by a realistic recognition of the fact that 
the Russians are building an empire which they 
mean to hold and to keep.

Inter-Tribal indian Ceremonial 
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WTiiIe the residents of Gallup look on, the Indians in their 
festive native dress parade through the streets of the citv. 
F 


or four glorious days each year 
tho noar-forgotten civilization of 
the American Indian comes glowingly 
alive at the annual Lntcr-Triba! In­ 
dian C e r e m o n i a l in Gallup, New 
Mexico. 
From far and wide, the Indians of 
many tribes —the Navajos, the Pueb­ 
lo, the Zuni, the Apache, the Sioux, 
the Hopi —come by truck and car 
and on foot to participate in the cele­ 
bration. It is a panorama of exciting 
color and action. 
Dressed in their 
ancestral costumes, the Indians put 
on their native dances — an art in 
which they prove they still have the 
skill of their forefathers. Many dan­ 
c e rs streak their faces and bodies 
with gaudy colors. Others wear fea­ 
thered headdress. Some c a rry orna­ 
ments trimmed with bright feathers. 
The dances are the highlight of 
the ceremonial, but there are other 
events and sights which hold the 
interest of the spectators. There are 
competitions 
in riding and roping, 
running and tugs-of-war, the racing 
of horses and wagons. Each m orn­ 
ing there is a mile-long parade of 
perform ers 
through the streets of 
Gallup. 
The annual Gallup festival is pic­ 
tured here. 


Hoop dancer* were among the most skilled performers at Gallup. Popular among the Pueblos of La­ 
guna and Tao*, the performers dance in and out of. around and through a number of hoops at one time.

Apache, dressed as Crown or Gans Dancer, impersonates 
the spirits v^hich live in the mountains, lie’s sometimes 
called a Devil Dancer. Ile wears a buckskin skirt and boots. 


Their 
face* are painted with dark and light bands, and their 
bare upper bodies are painted with dark and light circles. 


A pair of Hopi Indians dressed in the traditional co s­ 
tume of the Butterfly Dance. The garments which 
they wear are handloomed by the men of the tribe.
